Amendment, the Applicant states, "There is nothing within Marcuello(l), Marcuello(2), Shiell or Patterson which suggests monitoring 
every write operation from the head thread to determine if the speculative thread has read the value and, if so, immediately rolling back 
the speculative thread to reread the new value. However, the prior art of record has taught a system which monitors write operations 
from a head thread to determine if the speculative thread has read the value and if it has, rolling back the speculative thread to reread the 
new value (see paragrpahs 33-37 of the previous office action mailed 4/02/04). Because the limitations from the cancelled claims that 
were moved into the independent claims have been shown to be taught in the prior art of record, the claims would still be rejected over 
the prior art of record. 
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
